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The  66th  Annual  Report 

OF  THE 

COTTAGE  HOSPITAL,  IVER. 


The  Committee,  in  presenting  the  66th  Annual  Report,  wish 
to  express  their  grateful  thanks  to  all  subscribers  and  supporters 
of  the  Hospital  for  their  help  and  interest.  The  Committee  are 
glad  to  report  the  increased  usefulness  of  the  Hospital  during 
1928.  There  were  131  in-patients,  the  biggest  number  yet 
reached,  being  31  more  than  in  1927  ;  and  173  out-patients, 
totalling  636  visits.  The  total  ordinary  expenditure  for  the 
year  was  £865  8s.  7d.  compared  with  £810  11s.  lOd.  in  1927. 
The  Committee  consider  that  this  slight  rise  in  expenditure  was 
fully  accounted  for  by  the  greater  number  of  patients. 

There  was  a  big  increase  in  extraordinary  expenditure  caused 
by  the  necessity  for  spending  a  sum  of  £219  10s.  on  outbuildings, 
covered  way,  back  entrance  and  gate,  on  alterations,  and  on 
fittings  in  the  theatre  and  wards. 

On  January  1st  the  balance  of  the  Reconstruction  Fund  was 
£66  Os.  2d.  No  further  contributions  were  paid  into  the  fund, 
and  it  was  closed  in  February,  the  balance  being  transferred 
to  the  general  account  of  the  Hospital  to  be  used  for  the  neces¬ 
sary  buildings  and  alterations.  The  Comfort  Fund  Committee 
very  kindly  allocated  £65  for  this  purpose,  leaving  £88  9s.  lOd. 
to  be  supplied  from  the  ordinary  income  of  the  Hospital  which 
accounts  for  the  debit  balance  of  £49  16s.  lid. 

To  the  great  regret  of  the  Committee  Miss  Currill  resigned 
in  order  to  accept  the  post  of  Matron  of  Brixham  Hospital. 
She  left  in  March  after  seven  months’  most  excellent  work  for 
the  Hospital.  Miss  Russell  Edwards  came  as  Matron  on 
March  31st. 

Mr.  Sterling,  Hon.  Collecting  Secretary  since  December,  1923, 
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resigned  in  June.  He  did  an  immense  amount  of  valuable 
work  for  the  Hospital  during  these  years,  and  his  help  will  be 
very  much  missed.  The  Committee  wish  to  record  their  great 
gratitude  to  him  and  their  sincere  regret  at  his  resignation. 

The  special  department  for  the  eye  has  again  been  much 
appreciated  ;  there  have  been  50  patients  during  the  year. 
The  Committee  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Hon. 
Consulting  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  ;  and  also  the  Hon.  Consulting 
Surgeon  for  the  Ear,  Throat  and  Nose  Department. 

The  response  to  the  Pound  Day  appeal  was  very  gratifying, 
the  contributions  both  in  money  and  kind  exceeding  those  of 
last  year.  The  Committee  heartily  thank  all  who  gave  so 
generously.  They  very  much  appreciated  the  gifts  from  the 
County  Council  Schools,  which  were  : — Iver — girls,  8s.  KM.  and 
goods,  266|-lb.  ;  boys,  2s.  and  goods,  140-lb.  ;  infants,  2s., 
thirty-three  infants  giving  goods.  Iver  Heath,  £1  5s.  6d. 
Langley  Central  Schools,  5s.  6d.,  and  111-lb.  of  goods. 

The  collecting  boxes  show  an  encouraging  increase  from 
£76  6s.  8d.  in  1927  to  £87  14s.  lOd.  in  1928.  The  Challenge  Cup 
was  won  by  “  The  Bull  Hotel,”  Iver,  with  £11  6s.  3d.  ;  "  The 

Whip  and  Collar  ”  was  second  with  £8  6s.  6d.  ;  and  “  The 
Village  Club,”  Langley,  third  with  £7  6s.  7d.  The  Committee 
are  very  grateful  to  all  boxhclders. 

A  collection  from  cars  at  the  Five  Points,  Iver  Heath,  during 
Ascot  Week,  organised  and  carried  out  by  the  Rev.  G.  H.  and 
Mrs.  Culshaw,  Miss  Culshaw,  Mr.  Buckingham,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Janes, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Reid,  Mrs.  Procktor,  Mrs.  Newman  and  Mr. 
Carter,  resulted  in  the  splendid  sum  of  £40  7s.  8d.  being  collected 
for  the  Hospital.  The  Committee  sincerely  thank  all  those  who 
helped. 

Their  grateful  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Bucks  Constabulary 
Sports  Committee,  the  Sons  of  Temperance,  the  Iver  Heath 
Horticultural  Society  Committee,  Mr.  C.  H.  Gane,  Mr.  Plume, 
the  Richings  Park  Players,  the  Hospital  Ball  Committee,  the 
Iver  Lawn  Tennis  Club  Committee,  the  Richings  Park  Fete 
Committee,  the  Women’s  Institute,  George  Green,  Langley, 
Woodlands  Park  Golf  Club,  Miss  Boggon,  the  employers  and 
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employees  of  Messrs.  E.  B.  Reed  and  Co/s  Brickfields,  Messrs. 
Lowe  and  Shawyer’s  Nurseries,  Messrs.  Smith’s  Brickfields, 
Messrs.  Boyer’s  Wharf,  Messrs.  Janes  Brothers  and  Richings 
Park  Estate  for  contributions  resulting  from  collections  and 
entertainments  and  to  the  churches  which  have  given  collections. 

The  Committee  owe  a  big  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  members 
of  the  Comfort  Fund  Committee,  who  once  again  organised  a 
“  draw,”  by  which  the  sum  of  £168  13s.  Id.  was  raised.  The 
many  gifts,  including  the  sum  of  £65,  from  this  fund  have  been 
of  much  benefit  to  the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  wish  to  express  their  very  sincere  thanks  to 
the  Hon.  Consulting  Surgeon,  the  Hon.  Medical  Officers,  the 
Hon.  Masseuse,  the  Matron  and  her  staff  for  their  valuable 
services  ;  to  Mr.  Hodgson,  the  Hon.  Treasurer  ;  to  Mr.  Gerald 
Brown,  the  Hon.  Auditor,  for  again  auditing  the  accounts.
